The 
action of the Senator will have the 
effect of bringing the subject so 
prominently before the present 
Congress, that an official inguiry 
as to the real needs of the coast 
will probably be made by the Sen- 
ate, aud we may therefore antici- 
pate early definite action in the 
matter of providing coast defenses, 
and that it will be of an affirmative 
character. Any impartial inquiry 
will develop the fact that the 
coast, with all its sea-port wealth, 
is liable to be laid under tribute 


by a single armored cruiser in case 

of on J international difficulty that 

may involve a conflict of arms.
